14,614,642 SCRIPTURES 
DISTRIBUTED BY BIBLE SOCIETY 
LAST YEAR 

The American Bible Society dis- 
tributed a total of 14,614,642 Scrip- 
tures in 271 languages in more than 
60 countries last year, it was reported 
at its 142nd annual meeting in Phila- 
delphia. 

Of the total, 1,050,061 were complete 
Bibles, 1,681,424 New Testaments and 
11,883,157 Gospels and other portions. 

During 1957 new Scripture transla- 
tions or revisions were published in 
19 languages, of which five had a 
Scripture portion for the first time. 
These new tongues were Anuak (Su- 
dan), Aztec of Guerrero (Mexico), 
Beti (African Cameroun), Benukid 


és (Philippines), and Pocomchi (Guate- 


mala). 

Other statistics reported included 
the distribution of 55,706 embossed 
~ yolumes and Talking Book Records for 
the blind; 151,416 pounds of paper 
to Belgium, Germany and Turkey for 
Bible publications, and 1,079,391 Scrip- 


- tures to the armed forces. 


The society had total expenditures 
of $3,500,000 last year, it also was re- 
ported, and a deficit of $105,000. More 
than $852,000 was contributed to the 
society by 52 denominations in 1957. 
_ As of the end of last year, the so- 
- ciety had published Scripture portions 
in 1,127 languages. 


URGES MORE RIGOROUS 

TRAINING FOR CLERGYMEN 

More than 300 ministers and theo- 
logical students attending a series of 
lectures on preaching were told in 
Takoma Park, Md. that a clergyman’s 
training should be “no less rigorious 
than that of a Strategic Air Command 
pilot.” . 

Dr. Arthur L. Bietz, director of the 
religion division, College of Medical 
Evangelists, Los Angeles, Calif., said 
a minister’s training “must touch 
many disciplines of life.” 

“Theology can no longer be com- 
partmentalized,” he said. “The min- 
ister must have a working knowledge 
of the areas-in which men live and 
act, or else his message will not touch 
meaningful living experiences.” 

The four-day lecture series was 
sponsored by the Columbia Union 
Conference of Seventh-day Adventists 
and Washington Missionary College, 
where it took place. 

Dr. Bietz, pastor of White Memorial 
church (Adventist) in Los Angeles, 
said that “the day is past when clerics 
are respected just because they are 


- ministers.” 


“Ministers today can be respected 
_ only if they are great men in an age 
which demands greatness,” he added, 


“Ministers must be more than techni- 
cians—they must be leaders. Leader- 
ship must pay the price of attack by 
entrenched resistance to change.” 

The preacher must be more than 
a “sanctimonious voice behind a 
mask,” he said. “Too often he tends 
to be an ‘odd fish’ who supports the 
odd ways of the persons who are 
afraid to face life.” 


SUOMI SYNOD CONFERENCES 
OPPOSE SEMINARY MERGER ~ 


The two largest conferences of the 
Finnish Evangelical Lutheran Church 
(Suomi Synod) have gone on record 
opposing a plan to affiliate the synod’s 
seminary at Hancock, Mich., with Chi- 
cago Lutheran Theological seminary 
at Maywood, IIl., next fall. 

The latter is an institution of the 
United Lutheran Church in America. 

The Suomi Synod’s Michigan’ con- 
ference, meeting at Sault Ste. Marie, 
Mich., unanimously adopted a resolu- 
tion asking that relocation of the 
seminary be deferred until merger 
negotiations of the ULCA, the Aug- 
ustana Lutheran Church, the Ameri- 
can Evangelical Lutheran Church and 
the Suomi Synod are completed. 

The Minnesota conference, meeting 
in Minneapolis, passed a similar reso-

As work- 
ing members of this Committee we 
note representatives of Protestant, 
Catholic and Jewish background and 
prominent among them several of our 
own well known Lutheran leaders. 

We wonder why we have few 
friends abroad? A part of the answer 
is to be found in the foregoing prob- 
lem affecting some 300,000 property 
owners and untold thousands more 
sympathizing with them. What to do 
about it? Bills calling for favorable 
action are pending before the Senate 
and the House. Your letter of encour- 
agement to your Congressman can 
help him to his part when that bill 
comes up for attention. 


WINNING FRIENDS ABROAD 


Whatever may be said in behalf of 
our country’s foreign policy, it must 
be admitted that we Americans have 
singularly failed in our efforts to win 
friends abroad. Congress, as we write, 
is intent on appropriating more bil- 
lions for relief, reconstruction and 
education among the under-developed 
nations of the world. There seems to 
be no trouble at all to find places 
where the money is needed and glad- 
ly accepted and Congress, though at 
times reluctant, is always finally 
ready to authorize its appropriation. 
But the results we seek—good will, 
peacé, world security—these con- 
summations are not forthcoming. Has 
there ever been a time when the 
United States stood as low in world- 
favor as today? We have had our 
problems in South America in years 
gone by. Have we ever had anything 
to compare with the treatment accord- 
ed Vice President Nixon on his re- 


atter of German and Japanese. cent visit to presumably friendly . 


Venezuela? 
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Mr. Thomas Finletter, a distinguish- 
ed attorney, a student of public af- 
fairs, in a recent book and also in 
a discussion before the Foreign Re- 
lations Council, offers us, his country- 
men, some serious advice in regard to 
this problem. He says we must recog- 
nize this problem for what it is, realiz- 
ing that money does not buy good will 
and that the prosperity of the rich 
is always a source of provocation for 
the poor. We must strengthen our 
“offensive strategy,” making sure that 
it is not one of terror or pressure, but 
of good intent and of helpful purpose. 
We must operate from a position of 
strength, military, economic, political. 
We must be “more daring, more dy- 
namic, more idealistic,” all this with 
the larger end in view of strengthen- 


‘ing the basic principles of the United 


Nations organization and furthering 
the cause of world-peaee. 


Mr. Finletter’s advice is scholarly, 
profound, good. But it does have one 


great lack. There is so little in it te 


tell us how to love those who refuse 
to love us and how they, in turn, 
are ever to be persuaded to love us. 
In short, this whole problem is far 
more a spiritual one than it is mili- 


tary, economic or even political. How . 


tame the rebel human heart? There 
lies the real problem. The answer? 
Christian people have it, they alone. 
Let them be challenged by the mount- 
ing problems of our day to give it 
and, as they give it, as Mr. Finletter 
recommends, to be “more daring, more 
dynamic, more idealistic.”

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“Ereedom and the Free Woman” 


Editor, The Ansgar Lutheran 
Sir: 


A Canadian correspondent whose letter you forwarded to me _re- 
quests that a word or two be written about “Freedom and the Free 
Woman” in view of an earlier letter I wrote to the A. L. entitled, 
“Legalism, the Slave Woman.” 


Our Canadian friend certainly seems to be a fine believing Chris- 
tian. There is no question in my mind that at some time in his life 
he was converted to Christ. This may have been in infant baptism 
whose covenant he may never have lost, or he may have become 
Christ’s child in baptism once and have slipped or fallen away from 
faith only to be reawakened by the Holy Spirit. But our correspondent 
is quite insistent that he was “converted” a few years ago. He says 
that he knows his “conversion” was genuine this time because he 
immediately gave up his former “sins” of card-playing, smoking and 
dancing. He says that he did not drink, even before his conversion. 


Now, Sir, it may be most commendable of our friend to give up 
certain luxuries such as those mentioned above—if, that is, these 
were real hindrances to his loving God with all his heart, soul, and 
mind. At the same time, this man wishes that something be written 
about freedom and the free woman. Yet, his whole judgment of him- 
self and others hinges (in his letter) upon whether or not these 
luxuries have been sacrificed. His judgment is not based upon the 
simple New Testament question: ‘What think ye of the Christ?” 


As I said, our Canadian friend writes with utmost sincerity and 
is without doubt a true believer in Christ. But I do not believe 
that he is as free and happy as he could be. He is denying himself 
the fullest type of assurance because there is still a vestige of law 
left in his gospel. For there will come a day when he will break 
one of his own do’s or don’ts and then he can no longer consider 


- himself a Christian. 


What about the free woman, then? What about freedom in Christ? 
Galatians 3:21-29 is the New Testament passage which deals with 
this concept most specifically, but there are many other implied 
references to Christian freedom throughout the New Testament. 
Paul is saying that the free Jerusalem, with no law-curse and no 
slavery, is our mother and is free. We are therefore children of 
promise, not of the law or of slavery. Elsewhere Paul writes, “Let 
me ask you only this: Did you receive the Spirit by works of the law, 
or by hearing with faith?” Galatians 3:2. 


Paul is exceedingly emphatic that no human should lay down rules 
whereby to determine the Christianity of another, except the ques- 
tion: “What think ye of the Christ?” 


_In other words, you can deny yourself ever so many things and 
still indulge your flesh in other ways—perhaps even in the pride 
which so often grows in the man who thinks to himself or says to 
others, “I have given up much for Christ!” . 


_ On the contrary, Christian life is, according to Christ’s own teach- 
ings, to be Christ-centered, not denial-centered. Self-denial (when 
it really is present) is not a criterion, but a fruit. We might call it 
a by-product of being on God’s side. What one man denies himself 
for Christ is good for him—only if he is not too conscious of his 
self-denial and it does not occur to him to make his own system of 
self-denyings that standard by which he in turn decides whether other 
men are, or are not, Christians. 


Anyhow, a free Christian who appears to others to be denying 
himself a few things is not very conscious of sacrifice—except in 
become less in importance to him. He may even in his stronger 
his weaker moments.
